New grounds of rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) of this application in combination with 
Shokouhi et al. {US patent 6,249,458). 

See Examiner's office action dated 06/13/05 for the contents of the 
rejection. 

Further with respect to claim 1 as present amended, AAPA further teaches 
that the N + region of the ESQ component is connected to the pad 108 (since the 
ESD component having the N-h region is connected to the pad 108 and the P-h 

region of the ESD component is connected to the second voltage Vss. See figs. 

1A-1B and 2A-2B of AAPA.
